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Brazil’s unfavorable trade balance with the 
United States during 1947 reached the unprece- 
dented amount of approximately 200,000,000 
dollars, according to complete data for the first 11 
months of 1947 and estimated figures for Decem- 
ber. 

This is the first time in the history of Brazil-U. S. 
trade relations that Brazil has shown a significant 
deficit. Since 1934 her trade balance has been unfavor- 
able only three times, in 1937, 1938 and 1940. 


Biggest by 20 Times 


However, the biggest of these deficits, in 19387, was 
only 12,000,000 dollars, while the 1940 deficit in Bra- 
zil’s trade with the U. S. was just 200,000 dollars.

U. S. purchases dechney Still further in June to a 
low of 16,970,000 dollars, obliging Brazil to clamp 
down restrictions which cut her purchases in the U.S. 
by more than 18,000,000 dollars between May and 
June. 

Brazil’s deficit in June, despite — restrictions, 
amounted to more than 33,000,000 dollars, which was 
cut down in July as a result of 95 percent increase in 
U. S. buying over the previous month, while Brazil’s 
import rate stayed steady. The July deficit, however, 
was still nearly 19,000,000 dollars. 

A sudden spurt in sales to the U. S. in September 
gave Brazil its only period of favorable trade. For that 
month she chalked up a balance of 6,447,000 dollars, 
almost exactly the amount of her recurring deficit in 
October.

Over-all averages for the first 11 months of 1947 
show clearly that the unfavorable balance in Brazil- 
U. S. trade was caused by the tripling of Brazilian 
purchases during a period when sales to the U. S. 
continued at the 1946 level. 


(Over) 
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\ healthier tendency was observable, however, in 
the second half of 1947, which showed a steady decline 
in the amount of monthly deficits, due to a trend 
toward less buying by Brazil and some increase in 
U.S. purchases. 

The following table (in U. S. dollars) contrasts 
Brazilian trade with the United States during the 
equivalent January-November periods of 1946 and 
1947.

Thus, in 1947, Brazil bought from the United States 
goods worth $383,122,000 more than the goods she 
purchased from the same source in 1946. But Brazil’s 
sales to the United States during 1947 increased over 
1946 by only a little more than 26,000,000 dollars— 
about 1/15 of the increase in her purchases. 

At the same time, Brazil registered a favorable trade 
balance in her commerce with countries other than the 
United States, although part of her receipts from trade 
with Britain are tied up in blocked sterling. 

The fact that Brazil’s purchases in the United States 
were as high as 74 percent of all her purchases abroad 
during part of 1947 far overbalanced Brazilian sales to 
other countries, however. 


@ BAHIA: WHERE YOUR MORNING COCOA COMES FROM 


Cocoaland, like Coffeeland, is in Brazil. Cocoa- 
land is the Brazilian state of Bahia, world’s largest 
producer of the raw material of your chocolate 
bar. 

Salvador, capital city of Bahia, has been a civilized 
settlement since 1549. For three hundred years it was 
the cultural and commercial center of all Brazil. 

Besides cocoa, the State of Bahia grows manioc, 
tobacco, sugarcane, beans, corn, coconuts, ouricuri 
wax, castor beans and rice. Its mines produce quartz 
and diamonds. Its industries turn out large quantities 
of cotton textiles, cigars and cigarettes and leather 
goods. 

All This and Oil, Too 

Oil has been found in several districts of Bahia. 
Wells are flowing at Candeias and Dom Joao in this 
state, but their production so far is small because of 
lack of pumping and refining machinery. 

While Bahia is in the tropical zone, its climate is 
pleasant and sub-tropical. Average temperature is 
about 77 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Nights are cool in winter because of the three moun- 
tain ranges which cross the state and the fact that 
Bahia lies on a plateau that rises abruptly from the 
coastal plain. This is actually a vast platform of 
gneissoid rock that slants toward the sea. 

Population of Bahia is 4,400,000, Area is 563,762 
square kilometers. A mid-Atlantic state, Bahia’s neigh- 
bors to the north are the States of Pernambuco, Ala- 
goas and Sergipe, on the west, Goiaz, and on the south, 
Minas Gerais and Espirito Santo. 


Visitors Amazed 

The city of Salvador has amazed visitors because of 
its huge number of churches. It has one cathedral for 
about every 90 inhabitants—365 churches for 320,000 
people. 

Because of its age, Salvador has a variety of ancient 
colonial buildings, including convents and fortresses. 
Modern parts of the town are built on the escarpment 
which circles the harbor. The two sections are linked 


by steep, narrow streets. 
Salvador will soon be linked with Rio by railway 
and highway, but connection at present is by steamer 





and plane. The whole State of Bahia has about 2,300 
kilometers of railroads, about 61 percent of Brazil’s 
total. 

Air transportation is common and service is main- 
tained by Viagao Aérea Bahiana and various air taxi 
companies. A main means of transportation is the Sao 
Francisco River. 

Only Amazon Is Bigger 

This river is navigable for about 1,700 miles and is 
surpassed only by the Amazon as an important Bra- 
zilian waterway. Most of the produce of the Bahian 
hinterland is moved to the coast down the Sao Fran- 
cisco. 

Tremendous advantages to Bahia are expected to 
result from new hydroelectric projects sponsored 
along the Sao Francisco by the Brazilian government. 

As a mainly agricultural state, Bahia produces about 
2,200,000 tons of manioc, 2,000,000 60-kilo bags of 
cocoa, about 3,000,000 arrobas of tobacco, 1,500,000 
tons of sugar cane, and 22,250,000 kilos of castor seed 
yearly. Other crops include 975,000 60-kilo sacks of 
beans, 1,202,000 sacks of corn, 1,100,000 kilos of ouri- 
curi wax, about 34,408,900 coconuts and a variety of 
other products. 

Bahia exports about 7.3 percent in value of Brazil's 
total export trade, largely due to its near monopoly 
on cocoa. In tonnage, this is about 6.3 percent of the 
total. 





Brazilian Singer Leaves

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@ VOLTA REDONDA ROLLING OUT STEEL AT 60 PERCENT OF CAPACITY 


Volta Redonda, Brazil’s new steel plant, largest 
in South America, is already producing at 60 per- 
cent of capacity, according to a survey completed 
in December, 1947. At that time, less than a year 
and a half after the first steel flowed at 11 A.M. on 
June 23, 1946, the plant was producing at an an- 
nual rate of 450,000 tons. 


As determined by the survey, Volta Redonda pro- 
duction broke down into the following table:

Steel Ingots 153,000

Bars, Beams, etc. 12,000 
Rods, Bolts, ete. 6,000

This made a total of 450,000 tons of iron and steel 
products as compared with the estimated total capa- 
city of present plant facilities of approximately 750,- 
000 tons a year. 


Can Be Expanded 


When these facilities are taxed, the plant can 
be expanded in successive stages in line with plans 
already made to enable production of a million 
tons yearly. 

The output of 450,000 tons almost exactly equals 
the total of Brazil’s steel imports before the war. At 
that time her entire domestic production of pig-iron, 
mostly from small charcoal furnaces, was only about 
200,000 tons. 

Besides producing 240,000 tons of coke, the Volta 
Redonda plant is turning out a variety of by -products, 
including benzol, coal-tars, naphtha, toluene and am- 
monium sulphate fertilizers. 

Total of such products was calculated at ap- 
proximately 11,500,000 liters or around 25,000,- 
000 pounds. They were widely used in Brazilian 
industry. 

In the month of July, 1947, the survey showed, 
Volta Redonda supplied 120,000 liters of benzol for 
industries in the State of Sao Paulo, where it was used 
especially in making dyes and solvents. 

The economic value of Volta Redonda to Brazil is 
specifically demonstrated in the case of this by- 
product, as during the war benzol sold in Brazil at 18 
cruzeiros a liter and is now available at 3 cruzeiros 
a liter. This is cheaper than the imported kind, which 
sells for 4 cruzeiros. 


Can Make Own TNT 


Output of toluene, basis for TNT, was not fully 
calculated but the amount supplied to Sao Paulo in- 
dustry has been averaging 110,000 pounds a month. 
Toluene was not produced in South America before 
the Volta Redonda plant was built. 


Prices of Volta Redonda products generally 
average slightly lower than competing imported 
articles, but it was pointed out that this is partly 
due to abnormal world market conditions, ex- 
change restrictions and high freight rates, which 
raise the price of foreign articles. 

Volta Redonda steel is being used almost exclusively 
in construction of the Parana-Santa Catarina Rail- 
way, which has already ordered 7,000 tons of rails and 
track accessories. 

The town of Volta Redonda, once a whistle-stop of 
50 inhabitants, now has a population of more than 
50,000. Many of the steel-workers live in the “model 
city” erected especially to house them, with low rents 
guaranteed. 

It is 230 miles northeast of Sao Paulo, which con- 
sumes about half of all steel used in Brazil, and is 
linked by a main railway. Just 85 miles to the east of 
Volta Redonda is Rio de Janeiro, Brazil’s second 
largest center of steel consumption. 

Iron ore, limestone, dolomite, nickel, man- 
ganese and zinc are all within a radius of 200 miles 
of Volta Redonda, but coal is mostly shipped up 
from southern Brazil via Rio de Janeiro. 

Eighty percent of Brazil’s normal steel consumption 
for industrial purposes lies inside a radius of 375 miles, 
while 85 percent of that amount is concentrated with- 
in a 250-mile radius of Volta Redonda. 


U. S. Helped with $$ 


Assistance in setting up the Volta Redonda plant 
was given by the United States, with the Export- 
Import Bank supplying 45 million dollars at four per- 
cent interest, to be paid off by 1965. 

Cost of the Volta Redonda plant has been figured at 
about 80 million dollars, while additional expenses 
connected with its construction are boosting the over- 
all cost to about 100 million, 

Present facilities at the plant will enable production, 
as demand grows, of 400,000 tons of smelting coke, 
300,000 tons of pig iron, 230,000 tons of steel ingots 
and 200,000 tons of steel plates and the like. They can 
also turn out some 15,000,000 liters of coal-tar, 3,883,- 
000 of benzol, 208,000 of xylene, 93,000 of naphtha 
and 5,200 tons of ammonium sulphate. 

Volta Redonda is nearing a pig-iron production rate 
averaging more than all of Brazil’s 25 additional 
smelters together, while its steel production is about 
25 percent of the country’s total. 

Among steel goods manufactured at Volta Re- 
donda for the first time in Brazil on a commercial 
seale are rails, steel plates, industrial casts, and 
annealed and galvanized sheets. 

Approximately 14,000 steel workers are employed 
at the plant. Many of them live with their families in 
the 2.000 low-cost brick houses built nearby for them. 
Hospital facilities are provided as is dental care.

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@ RIO BUILDS NEW DOCKS TO HANDLE INCREASED HARBOR TRAFFIC 


Construction of new docks for Rio de Janeiro is 
underway as part of a program aimed at solving pres- 
ent congestion problems caused by the huge increase 
in shipping. (See table on page 4.) 

The docks will be at Caju and will add some 4,000 
yards of berthing space to present installations. They 
will allow simultaneous docking of four large and six 
medium tonnage vessels. 

Contracts for this work were signed between the 
Rio port authority and the construction firm, “Co- 
brazil”. A great part of necessary construction mate- 
rial has been obtained. 

Early estimates are that the job will be finished by 
October of this year. Dredging operations in the Caju 
area have been completed. 


Eight Jobs Finished 


Besides the new docks, the port authority has com- 
pleted or is about to complete the following projects: 

1) Construction of a large freight yard at Sao 
Cristovao for heavy import cargo. 

2) Addition of 9,000 square yards of warehousing 
space through use of the “Estagao de Expurgo.” 


3) Use of a new floating crane with a 60-ton lifting 
capacity, purchased in the U. §S. last year. 

4) Assembly of 15 new diesel cranes. 

5) Completion of roofing between warehouses Nos. 
5 and 6, adding 1,700 square yards of warehousing 
space. 

6) Purchase of six diesel electric locomotives from 
General Electric, two steam locomotives and _ five 
cranes, all delivered last month. 

7) Completion of a mile-long wall separating the 
Sao Cristovao Quay from the street. 

8) Increased maintenance and repair work on old 
harbor installations. 

As a result of these activities, waiting time for 
berths had been cut down to three days by last Sep- 
tember as compared with 16 days last July. At present 
(mid-February) only two ships await berthing, de- 
spite increased shipping. 

Construction work on new docks was also expected 
to get underway soon at the section of the harbor in 
front of Praga Mauda, where a 415-yard pier will be 
built. 

Total extension of Rio’s docks when the new ones 
are finished will be about four miles. 


@ ADDITIONAL DATA GIVEN ON IMPORT LICENSE REQUIREMENTS 


As a clarification of the list of articles requiring 
Brazilian import licenses published in the Bra- 
zilian Bulletin of February 1, the following data 
should be appended. In case of doubt, specifie ad- 
ditional information should be obtained from the 
Brazilian Consulate. 

All Piece Goods used in manufacture of auto seat- 
covers, upholstery and/or drapery require import 
licenses. End use of material must be noted on com- 
mercial invoice. 

All Flavors and Essences, distilled, synthetic or 
compounded, used in the perfume, cosmetic, pharma- 
ceutical or soft-drink industries. 

Distilled and Essential Oils for the manufacture 
of perfume. 

All Manufactures of Precious Metals in the luxury 
class, including sterling silver flatware, candlestick 
holders, vases, bowls, dishes, ete. 

Tinplate is subject to import licensing pending im- 
provement in world distribution and production. 

Fertilizers, specifically nitrogenous, phosphatic and 
potassic fertilizers. 

Rayon, Nylon and other synthetic textiles. Nylon 
Stockings require import licenses. 

Plastic Products if manufactured or semi-manu- 
factured, but NOT plastic raw materials nor inciden- 
tal component plastic parts of non-plastic articles. 

All Phonograph Records are subject to Brazilian 
import licensing. 

Miscellaneous Textile Products such as linoleum, 
felt-base floor coverings, window-shade cloth and im- 
pregnated fabrics. 

Soap and toilet preparations generally. 


Additional Tips 


Shipments must not exceed the dollar value for 
which import licenses are allocated. Specifications 
must be strictly adhered to. 

Used machinery must be inspected by an engineer- 
ing firm accredited by the Brazilian Consulate and a 
visaed inspection certificate must be attached to the 
consular invoice. 

In cases where the description does not indicate the 
exact use of machinery, as in the case of sewing ma- 
chines, the consular invoice must indicate whether it 
is for domestic or industrial use. 

Further developments in Brazil’s import and ex- 
port licensing system can be expected shortly. A 
broader application is probable.

Brazilian airlines set a safety record last year with 
only one fatal crash in all 1947. However, as that crash 
occurred on January 3, 1947, and none has been regis- 
tered since, more than a full year without fatalities 
has now gone by. During 1947 Brazilian airlines flew 
nearly 85,000,000 kilometers.
